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Scoutmaster admits guilt in sex case

A former assistant scoutmaster 
who pleaded guilty to charges of 
sexually assaulting two boys in Ot- 
tawa and Muskegon counties has 
pleaded guilty to fondling another 
boy in Allegan County. 

Robert Walter Gleason II, 27, of 
Jenison. pleaded guilty in Allegan 
County Circuit Court to second-de- 
gree criminal sexual conduct 
against a 12-year-old Wyoming 
boy while on an April 1990 Boy 
Scout outing near Otsego. 

The felony charge carries a max- 



imum sentence of 15 years in pris- 
on. Allegan County Assistant Pros- 
ecutor Margaret Zuzich Bakker 
said. Gleason is to be sentenced 
Jan, 3 by Allegan County Circuit 
Judge George Corsiglia. 

In exchange for the plea Friday, 
a first-degree criminal sexual con- 
ducr charge against Gleason was 
dropped, Bakker said. 

"The reasoning is that he has 
been sentenced to more serious 
charges in other counties and this 
would not affect his sentence at all • 
and there was no reason to go to 
trial." Sakker said. 

Gleason was sentenced to 15-50 
years in prison in October by Otta- 
wa County Circuit Judge Wesley 



Nykamp after pleading guilty to- 
first-degree criminal sexual con- 
duct against a 5-year-old boy. Glea- 
son also was sentenced in October 
to 4-15 years in prison in Muske- 
gon County Circuit Court for fon- 
dling an 11-year-old boy during a 
Boy Scout outing in Muskegon 
County last May. 

Gleason is expected to serve the 
prison sentences concurently, 
Bakker said. 

Bakker said she is pleased GIea- K 
son's case did not go to trial.

Defense attorney James Piper 
pleaded for Nykamp to consider 
Gleason's cooperation in working 
with authorities, saying Gleason 
was "as honest and has made as 
much effort to make things right 
more than any other client I have 
represented." 

*This is a very tragic occurrence 
for this young man," Piper said. 
'This young man has a lot to offer 
society and just to lock him up and 
put him away I don't think helps 
him or society." 

Ottawa County Chief Assistant 
Prosecutor Douglas Mesman 
called the sentence "appropriate," 
indicating Gleason should not re- 
ceive leniency despite his service in 
the Navy and the Boy Scouts. 

"You are talking about a 27-year- 
old man and a 5-year-old child and 
this man was referred to as 'Uncle 
Bob* by the family," Mesman said. 

Gleason was lodged, in Ottawa 
County Jail following the sentenc- 
ing. 

The Muskegon and Allegan 



county charges stem from inci- 
dents that took place while he was 
an assistant scoutmaster with the 
Jenison-based Troop 354 of the 
Boy Scouts of America. He had 
worked with the troop since Janu- 
ary 1989. 

Gleason was arrested in June on 
charges that he fondled an 1 1-year 
Boy Scout who accompanied him 
on a trip to Muskegon County to 
assist with a Scout outing May 31 
to June L He faced charges in Otta- 
wa County in the same incident, 
but those charges were dropped as 
part of the plea bargain* 

Following his arrest, authorities 
received further allegations that 
Gleason had assaulted at least 
three other young boys ranging in 
age from 5 to 12. Authorities 
agreed to prosecute the most seri- 
ous charges in each county in ex- 
change for Gleason's cooperation 
to identify and seek treatment for 
other alleged victims. 

Gleason was sentenced last 
Thursday to four to 15 years in pris- 
on the Muskegon County charge. 
He has been bound over to Allegan 
County Circuit Court on charges 
there.
